face blazed with indignation at tbe de- 
ception practiced upon him.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—The first day of 


the triennial conclave of the Knights 
Templar of the United States opened 
bright and cool with every prospect of 
continuing pleasant throughout. 
The 


trains with excursion parties are arriv- 
ing at the depots every hoar of the day 
and every train is crowded to its utmost 
capacity with Knights and other visit- 
ors. The streets present a scene of un- 
usual animation, especially along the 
line of march, where the ornamentation 
is most profuse. In the vicinity of the 
lake front, where the tents are pitched 
and arohes erected, tbe crush has been 
continuous since yesterday, except for 
a few hours after midnight. Here the 
throng is almost impenetrable at times, 
and the enthusiasm is increased with 
every fresh arrival of a commandery. 
All trains arrive late on account of the 
numerous special and excursion trains 
which are running. The brilliant dis- 
play made by isolated Knights who oc- 
casionly march through the streets, is 
but a smill indication of what the mag- 
nificent body will be when marshaled 
together in the parade of Tuesday and 
the subsequent drill. Yesterday 3,000 
people came into camp, but, owing to 
the failure of most of them to announce 
their arrival, some inconvenience was 
experienced in settling them. The in- 
flux of thieves, pickpockets and bur- 
glars is very large, and they began op- 
erations yesterday by capturing some 
uniforms from the tents. 
The police 


have been instructed to arrest all known 
bad characters, or even suspicious ones, 
and lock them up during the conclave, 
bat they being numerically unequal to 
tbe task imposed on them, Gen. Tor- 
rence, Brigadier General commanding 
First Brigade Illinois National Guard, 
has issued orders detailing 425 men to 
be stationed at the camp (Camp De- 
Molai). Over one hundred newspaper 
reporters have arrived, representing the 
principal papers in the country. There 
has been no general musical rehearsal, 
the bands being, for the most part, late 
in arriving. But the streets are well 
supplied with musicians, whose appear- 
ance always attracts a crowd and elicits 
hearty applause. 


The afternoon and evening trains 


brought in immense numbers ef visit- 
ors, and it is estimated that something 
over 200,000 strangers will be on the 
streets to-morrow. The hotels are taxed 
to their utmost, and nearly every pri- 
vate residence has its guests. 
There 


is great pressure for tickets to the dif- 
ferent entertainments. The ball on 
Tuesday evening is the most notable 
event, and in magnitude it will proba- 
bly exceed any similar event in the his- 
tory of the country. The exposition 
building is beautifully arranged for the 
grand affair, and no pains will be spared 
to make it in every way successful, 
A large share of tbe commanderies are 
in the city, having arrived mostly dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening. 
The 


railroads have emptied their human 
freight into tbe depots with inconceiv- 
able rapidity to-day. It is Mid that 


I since an early hour this morning the j 


trains on all the roads com- 


bined kave been at the rate of one 
train wary five minmtes. From foot 
to eigH o'clock this evening thirteen 
train*- tJrived over the Rock Island 
Railroad, and probably as many more 
on each of the other roads. 
Every tram 


brings as many passengers as can crowd 
in the cars or get seats on the platform. 
The only limit of the infiax ie the abil- 
ity of tbe wilroadg to carry all who ap- 
ply for tickets. Managers of the rail- 
roads estimate that up to midnight 
they have brought in over two hundred 
thousand people, and as trains are still 
arriving, and will continue to come all 
night, it U probable that a far greater 
number of people will be here to mor- 
row than has been expected. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 16.— 


The situation in Virginia is attracting 
great attention in political circles. Rep- 
resentative Jorgenson, who is in the 
city, says that he has every hope that 
the Republicans will, through the dis- 
sensions in the Democratic ranks, be 
able to carry the state for Garfield and 
Arthur next November. He says the 
difference between the Readjusters and 
Funders or debt-paying wings of the 
Democratic party are so bitter as to be 
unreconcilable by any means whatever. 
The two factions are as hostile as the 
Democratic party was formerly bitter 
against Republicans. Mr. J. Ambler 
Smith, formerly a Republican member 
of Congress from Virginia, has just re- 
turned to Washington from a tour of 
the State. He reports a similar condi- 
tion of affairs to that given by Mr. Jor- 
genson. He says that there is no 
chance whatever for the Readjusters 
and Funden coming together again. 
He regards the chances of the Repub- 
licans slipping in between the two as 
very brilliant, and says that such a re- 
sult would be certain if the Campaign 
Committee would throw some money 
into the State to thoroughly organize 
the party. The reports received at 
Democratic headquarters here arc some- 
what similar to those given by Jorgen- 
son and Smith. It is proposed by the 
Democratic committee to make another 
attempt to secure harmony in the divi- 
ded Democratic ranks in Virginia. 


So many letters are being received 


here showing the disposition of the 
Democrats of Indiana and the prepara- 
tions being secretly made to colonize a 
large vote in counties bordering on tbe 
Ohio river, that the ^Attorney General 
is considering the necessity of sending 
into Indiana several smart agents to 
watch their movements and to make 
such arrangements as may be necessary 
to enforce the election laws. As Gen. 
Devens will be in Indiana himself in 
about ten days to take part in the cam- 
paign, he will give this subject his per- 
sonal attention, in hopes of securing a 
fair vote of the citizens of Indiana en- 
titled to vote, and not Kentucky re- 
peaters and colonies. The census lists 
aro a guide to the legal-residents of the 
State, and the Attorney General thinks 
that the election officers in November 
will be able to prevent the usual Demo- 
cratic frauds upon the electisns.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—The first day o 


the triennial conclave of the Knights 
Templar of the United States openec 
bright and cool with every prospect o 
continuing pleasant throughout. The 
trains with excursion parties are arriv- 
ing at the depots every hour oi the da; 
and every train is crowded to its utmos 
capacity with Knights and other visit 
ors, The streets present a scene of un 
usual animation, especially along th 
line of march, where the ornamentation 
is most profuse. In the vicinity of th 
lake fiont, where the tents are pitchei 
aud arches erected, tbe crush has bee: 
continuous since yesterday, except fo 
a few hours after midnight. Here th 
throng is almost impenetrable at times 
and the enthusiasm is increased wit 
every frc *h arrival of a commander 
All trains arrive late on account of th 
numerous special and excursion train 
which are running. The brilliant dis 
play made by isolated Knights who oc 
casionly march through the streets, i 
but a small indication of what the mag 
niScent body will be when marshale 
together in the parade of Tuesday an 
the subsequent drill. 
Yesterday 3,00 


people came into camp, but, owing 
the failure of moat of them to announc 
their arrival, some inconvenience wa 
experianced in settling them. The in- 
flux of thieves, pickpockets and bur- 
glars is very large, and they began op- 
erations yesterday by capturing some 
uniforms from the tents. The police 
have been instructed to arrest all known 
bad characters, or even suspicious ones, 
and lock them up during the conclave, 
bat they being numerically unequal to 
tbe task imposed on them, Gen. Tor- 
rence, Brigadier-General commanding 
First Brigade Illinois National Guard, 
has issued orders detailing 425 men to 
be stationed at the camp (Camp De- 
Molai). Over one hundred newspaper 
reporters have arrived, representing the 
principal papers in the country. There 
has been no general musical rehearsal, 
the bands being, for the most part, late 
in arriving. But tbe streets are well 
supplied with musicians, whose appear- 
ance always attracts a crowd and elicits 
hearty applause. 


The afternoon and evening trains 


brought in immense numbers of visit- 
ors, and it ia estimated that something 
over 200,000 strangers will be on the 
streets to-morrow. The hotels are taxed 
to their utmost, and nearly every pri- 
vate residence has its guests. There 
is great pressure for tickets to the dif- 
ferent entertainments. 
The ball on 


Tuesday evening is the most notable 
event, and in magnitude it will proba- 
bly exceed any similar event in the his- 
tory of the country. 
The exposition 


building is beautifully arranged for the 
grand affair, and no pains will be spared 
to make it in every way successful, 
A large share of tbe comnunderies are 
in the city, having arrived mostly dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening. The 
railroads have emptied their human 
freight into the depots with inconceiv- 
able rapidity to-day. It is said that 
since an early hour this morning the 


tninbef trains on all the roads com- 


ined have been at the rate of one 
rain «*ry five min»tea. From four 


eight o'clock this evening thirteen 
in* Arrived over the Rock Island 


Uilroad, and probably as many more 
n each of the other roads. Every train 
rings as many passengers as can crowd 
n the can or get seats on the platform, 
'he only limit of the influx is the abil- 
ty of tbe twiroadi to fltwy all who ap- 
ily for tickets. Managers of the rail- 
oads estimate that up to midnight 
hey have brought in over two hundred 
honsand people, and as trains are still 
arriving, and will oontinue to come all 
night, it ia probable that a far greater 
number of people will be here to mor- 
ow than has been expected. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 1C.— 


The situation in Virginia is attracting 
;reat attention in political circles. Rep- 
esentative Jorgenson, who is in the 
city, says that he has every hope that 
the Republicans will, through the dis- 
sensions in the Democratic ranks, be 
ible to carry the state for Garfield and 
Arthur next November. He says the 
lifference between the Readjustee and 
?nnders or debt-paying wings of the 
democratic party are so bitter as to be 
unreconcilable by any means whatever. 
The two factions are as hostile as the 
democratic party was formerly bitter 
against Republicans. Mr. J. Ambler 
Smith, formerly a Republican member 
of Congress from Virginia, has just re- 
turned to Washington from a tour of 
the State. He reports a similar condi 
tion of affairs to that given by Mr. Jor 
geoson. He says that there is no 
chance whatever for the Readjustee 
and Fundera coming together again 
tie regards the chances of the Repub- 
icans slipping in between the two as 
very brilliant, and says that such a re- 
sult would be certain if the Campaign 
Committee would throw some money 
into the State to thoroughly organize 
,he party. The reports received at 
Democratic headquarters here arc some 
what similar to those given by Jorgen- 
son and Smith. 
It is proposed by the 


Democratic committee to make another 
attempt to secure harmony in the divi 
ded Democratic ranks in Virginia. 


So many letters are being received 


here showing the disposition of the 
Democrats of Indiana and the prepara 
tions being secretly made to colonize i 
large vote in counties bordering on the 
Ohio river, that the ^Attorney General 
is considering the necessity of sending 
into Indiana several smart agents to 
watch their movements and to make 
such arrangements as may be necessary 
to enforce the election laws. As Gen 
Devens will be in Indiana himself in 
about ten days to take part in the cam- 
paign, he will give this subject his per- 
sonal attention, in hopes of securing a 
fair vote of the citizens of Indiana en- 
titled to vote, and not Kentucky re 
peaters and colonies. The census lists 
are a guide to the legal-residents of th 
State, and the Attorney General thinks 
that the election officers in November 
will be able to prevent the usual Demo 
cratie frauds upon the electians. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A Paris dis- 


patch says Adelaide Neilson was taken 
ill, Saturday night, while driving in the 
Bois de Boulogne with a lady who has 
been living with her as a companion 
She had been staying at the Continent- 
al Hotel, for a few days previous to he 
death, with her companion, a servant 
and a gentleman described as her sccre 
tary. The circumstances aurroundin 
her death are so suspicious that a polic 
inquiry may become necessary.

the Continental Hotel have been sealei 
up, and telegramsjhave been dispatchei 
to her relatives.

Her friends sprang to he 
assistance and attempted to bring he 
to consciousness, dispatching messen 
gers for medical aid, but all efforts wer 
of no avail, and the fact was impressei 
upon them that Miss Neilson was dead.
